REFLECTS 


Reflecting on the yearly groans of the citizens when mill 
rates are announced by municipal governments, it might 
be well to take a hard look at what we are complaining 


about, 


As is to be expected education will take the lion’s share. 
On an average assessed homeowner in St, Albert $311 
out of a total of $532 will go for educational purposes, 
With a population of 4,000 children between ages 6 - 13, » 
out of a total of 11,250 it would be fair to consider the 

average householder has two children in school, Thus 
he pays about $155 per child for 10 months of schooling, 


or $13 per month per child, 


According to recent statistics on sales of alcoholic 
beverages the amount per month spent on booze, by the 
same average homeowner, is greatly in excess of $13, 


$17 per month goes for municipal services on the 
same basis and $2 per month for health and hospital 
services, In St, Albert residents may be getting better 
value for $17 per month spent for engineering, parks 
and recreation, police and fire protection, snow clear- 
ing and street maintenance, garbage disposal and town 
administration, than they do for many other areas of their 


spending, 


In other words we are in fact getting good value for our 
taxation dollar at the municipal level, Also at the munici- 
pal level taxpayers are in a position to see where their 
dollars are going, and to assess the performance of their 
elected representatives and town staff. 


At the provincial and federals levels it is a different 
story. During the sixties, and it may be worse in the 
seventies, the insidious creeping spread of bureaucracy 
is leaving a trail of waste and inefficiency which is 
placing a near-impossible burden on the taxpayer. And 
at these levels of government it is much more difficult 
for the individual to do anything about it, 


Chicken and egg war 
may wreck marketing 


The Supreme Court next 
week begins hearing a case 
vital to Canadian agricule 
ture, At issue is the most 
vicious _ interprovincial 
trade war of modern times 
in Canada, the so-called 
chicken-and-egg war, The 
case also bears onthe future 
of the farm products mare 
keting legislation that has 
been before the House of 
Commons since March, 1970. 
The Financial Post says the 
Supreme Court case has 
been initiated deliberately 
by Manitoba, which wants to 
force a resolution of the 
chicken-and-egg war, Most 
other provinces will also 
present arguments ononeor 
the other side of the issue, 
The chicken-and-egg war 
erupted a year ago when 
Manitoba and Ontario began 
shipping surplus eggs to 
Quebec, depressing Mone 
treal egg prices to levels 
not remunerative to Que= 
bec egg producers, Quebec 
retaliated by shipping its 
surplus broiler chickens 
west, The highly efficient 
Quebec broiler industry was 
marketing the birds in Ont- 
ario, for example, below the 
general cost of production 
in that province, Atthe same 
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time, Quebec set up a mars 
keting board to distribute 
all eggs in the province, 
This virtually shut the mar- 
ket there to eggs from oll y 
of the province, Ontario did 
the same for broilers, and 
othér western provinces 
chimed inwith similar curbs 
against out of province brol 
lers, In the most receit 
escalation, earlier this 
month, Ontario was trying 
to prevent Eastern Ontarlo 
stores from selling Quebec 
broilers, And Quebec gave 
its marketing agency potel- 
tial power to control imports 
of all farm products into 
the province, The constitu- 
tional legality of these 
moves is questionable, This 
is the point Manitoba wants 
to clear up in the Supreme 
Court.

a person would have to make 
a choice; mayor or busine 
ess, ‘‘The time element is 
such that you can never 
really count on running your 
private business in a bus- 
iness-like manner,'’ 

Mr. Gibbon sees no im- 
mediate need for a full-time 
mayor for the town, ‘‘Ican‘t 
visualize a full-time mayor, 
presumably at asalary twice 
what we are now being paid, 
being considered at this 
time,’ he said, ‘‘A mayor's 
duties are well defined une 
der the Municipal Govern- 
ment Act, The extra money 
required for a full-time 
mayor, elected every three 
years, would be much more 
effective to the Town of St, 
Albert if it was spent on 
additional appointed execue 
tive administrative staff.”’ 

Mr. Gibbon was a town 
councillor for three years 
before being elected mayor 
in October, 1968, He des- 
cribes himself as a ‘‘nut 
for financial control’’ and 
says he can see the day 
when the municipal tax dole 
lar will be used in its en- 
tirety providingservices for 
the town and not with a 
large portion going to pay- 
ing off debenture debts. He 
and Dan O'Connell, secre- 
tary-treasurer, have been 
working on this for a numbe 
er of years now, The mayor 
has nothing but praise for 
town-hall staff, ‘‘The rappe 
ort is excellent and we work 
together well,”’ he said, 

Has the Gibbon’s family 
life seen a change because 
the head of the household 
is also chief official of the 
town?

A report on the first 500 
children examined in the 
Ssereening clinic for four 
year olds established in 
1969, Speech, hearing, vis- 
ion, general development, 
vocabulary and behaviour 
were checked under the pro- 
gram, done at this age for 
early detection of any pro- 
blems which could hinder 
normal progress in school, 

Dr, L. D, Nobert, dental 
health officer reported on 
a sample study on patients 
in an auxiliary hospital and 
a nursing home in the health 
unit area, It showed that 88 
per cent of the patients had 
lost all their natural teeth, 
and that the majority had 
unsatisfactory function with 


their artificial teeth, His 
report also emphasized the 
need for fluoridation educa- 
tion and programs and the 
work done in this area in 
1970, ‘‘A survey of school 
dental charts conducted at 
the request of the town of 
Morinville, revealed that 
children who were born and 
raised on fluoridated water 
in St, Albert had over two- 
thirds less tooth decay than 
the children in the sam> 
age group drinking Morin- 
ville town water, which is 
not yet fluoridated, 

Activities in public health 
inspector Ken McAmmond’s 
department centred around 
pollution control, improve- 
ment of restaurants and bet- 
ter milk and water, Com- 
plaints were handled on 
stream pollution from dead 
animals, refuse and muni- 
cipal wastes, and on air and 
noise pollution, A requested 
survey of the Sturgeon ree 
vealed a ‘‘couple of out- 
standing problems’’ but 
people are slow at rectifye 
ing the situation without a 
great deal of work by the 
unit staff. Mr. McAmmond 
stated that restaurants have 
generally improved over the 
year in the area served by 
Sturgeon Health Unit, and 
that following pressure by 
medical officers of health 
and public health inspectors, 
new finished product milk 
standards have been esta- 
blished by the provincial 
government, 

During 1970 the public 
health inspectors instituted 
monthly meetings with coll- 
eagues from _ neighboring 
health units, attended ine 
service training and a con- 
vention, to keep up with 
recent advances in their 
field,

Ammonia Mishaps 
in agriculture 


--Issued from D,A, office 

If you intend to use an 
ammonia fertilizer this 
spring, be sure you take 
the recommended precaut- 
ions against injury, advises 
Wes Glenn, agricultural en- 
gineer with the Alberta ex- 
tension service, 

Although the hazards of 
ammoma are well known to 
industry, they are still ree 
latively unknown to the far- 
mer, Ammonia fertilizer 
possesses the potential for 
serious injury, and a mishap 
can cause the victim great 
pain and even rob him of 
his eyesight. 

Statistics show that acci- 
dents with ammonia fertili- 
zers occur most frequently 
when the material is being 
transferred from one tank 
to another, Fertilizers with 
ammonia require special 
equipment and handling 
techniques all the way from 
the production plant to a 
farmer's applicator tank, 

Mr. Glenn strongly re- 
commends that farmers 
wear goggles when transfer- 
ring an ammonia fertilizer 
from one tank to another, 
and that they always have 
a container of clean water 
nearby in case of an acci- 
dent, Water isthe bestimme 
ediate antidote against an 
eye irritation or askin burn, 
he says, Never attempt to 


adjust or tighten a coupling 
on a hose until you have 
turned off the pump, Even 
when the pump has been ture 
ned off, pressure can build 
up in a hose and cause an 
accident, 

Following are three typi- 
cal accidents with ammonia 
fertilizers that were re- 
ported in the March issue 
of the American magazine 
‘Agricultural Engineering’, 

A farm boy, applying aqua 
ammonia fertilizer for a 
commercial company, star- 
ted transferring the mat- 
erial from the nurse tank 
to the applicator tank, after 
having instalied anew pump. 
He started tightening the 
hose without shutting off the 
pump, The opposite end of 
the hose flipped out of the 
applicator tank and sprayed 
him with several gallons of 
aqua ammonia, He washed 
his eyes and face with his 
emergency container of wat- 
er and then ran 70 yards 
to a nearby creek where he 
immersed himself. He was 
treated at a local hospital 
and sustained no eye injury. 

Another farmer was 
transferring aqua ammonia 
to his applicator tank when 
a hose between the PTO 
pump and the applicator re- 
gulator became unclamped, 
It whipped around and spray- 
ed the farmer on the left 
side of his face. It took him

half an hour to walk to his 
farmyard where he washed 
his face and eyes with water 
While he had some minor 
skin burns, the greatest 
damage was to his left eye. 
A year after the accident, 
he had only light perception 
vision in this eye. 

An employee of an anhy- 
drous ammonia distributing 
company was injured while 
tranferring the liquid from 
a rail car to a nurse tank, 
In this case the safety ree 
lease valve suddenly emitt- 
ed a spray of ammonia, The 
employee was sprayed onthe 
face and chest, He imme- 
diately washed his face in 
water and was taken to hose 
pital, His facial burns were 
not serious and both eyes 
were unaffected, but pul- 
monary edema and pneu- 
monitis resulted from his 
having inhaled the ammonia 
fumes, He also devéloped 
inflammation and edema of 
the upper respiratory tract. 
However, after 11 days of 
intensive treatment in hos- 
pital, he was discharged with 
no residual lung damage. 

While the concentration 
of ammonia determines the 
immediate effects of expo- 
sure to it, Mr, Glenn points 
out that it is the duration of 
the exposure that is the key 
factor in both acute and ch- 
ronic problems,

Livestock Brand 
Inspection Act 


passed 


The Livestock Brand In- 
spection Act was passed by 
the Alberta Legislature last 
week to provide the depart- 
ment of agriculture with a 
means of obtaining records 
of all branded cattle and 
horses that are sold, slaugh- 
tered or shipped out of the 
province, It comes into force 
on Sept, 1, 1971 and will 
replace the Stock Inspection 
Act which is no longer adee 
quate to deal with Alberta's 
rapidly expanding cattle in- 
dustry. 

The new act states that 
anybody moving cattle or 
horses by truck, or on foot, 
to acommunity pasture, fore 
est reserve, feedlot or any 
type of market must provide 
his brand inspector with a 
manifest, describing the 
animals, A manifest is a 
document similar to a bill 
of lading, presently being 
used by public service veh- 
icles, The information con- 
tained in the manifest will be 
used by the department of 
agriculture in their compute 
erized record keeping sys- 
tem, designed to facilitate 
the immediate retrieval of 
brand and sale data, These 
manifests will be supplied, 
free of charge, to all live- 
stock producers by the de- 
partment, 

The Livestock Brand Ine 
spection Act also states that 
all cattle and horses being 
shipped out of the province 


must have their brands read 
before they are loaded, This 
provision will enable the de- 
partment to keep arecord of 
animals that have been ex- 
ported, and is designed to 
protect Alberta farmers and 
ranchers against theft, Pree 
viously, both cattle andhore 
ses could be shipped to, or 
through, Winnipeg without 
any brand inspection before 
they left. 

Any cattle moved from a 
farm or ranch to a custom 
feedlot must now have their 
brands inspected upon their 
arrival at the feedlot, Im- 
plementation of this provi- 
sion was made necessary by 
the large number of cattle 
which now go directly to a 
com nercial feedlot without 
passing through a market, 

Another provision of the 
new act makes it mandatory 
for anyone who has stray 
cattle or horses on his pree 
mises to notify the brand 
owner, or the brand inspec- 
tor, or to impound the ani- 
mals within a seven day 
period, A person who fails 
to comply with this provi- 
sion of the act is subject 
to a fine upon conviction, 
Under the pound laws in 
this province it is not come 
pulsory to impound a stray 
animal, 

The present act also 
states that anybody who buys 
or sells cattle or horses 
must do so under his own 
name, There has been an 
increasing number of people 
in recent years selling live-

stock under a fictitious name 
Since all sales from now on 
will be recorded by the de- 
partment of agriculture’s, 
computer retrieval pro- 
gram, it is essential that 
correct names be used, 

The new act states that 
anybody butchering cattle 
or horses for resale must 
have a building in which to 
do the slaughtering before 
he is eligible for a license, 
This provision is intended 
to ensure that the animals 
are killed in one central 
location to facilitate future 
inspection of animals at 
slaughtering establishments 
Previously, they could be 
killed on the premises of 
the vendor. 

Livestockmen who sell 
cattle or horses that are 
branded with brands that 
are not their own regist- 
ered brand must now make 
sure that the brand is plain- 
ly visible to the inspector 
prior to shipment, This pro- 
vision is intended to help 
speed up the brand inspec- 
tion service as the animals 
go from one market to anoth- 
er.
